THE CONSPIRACY. 


The Army Anxious to Break the Long 
Continued Peace of Europe — Yaqui 
Indians Victorious in an Encounter 
With Mexican Troops — Famine in 
Southern Russia—Prof. Andrews Sails 
~General Foreign Cablegrams. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 27.—Numerous ar. 
Tests continue to be made at Kieff of persons 
Suspected of Nihilism. Nine more officers 
are among those imprisoned either under 
suspicion or direct charges of connection 
with a conspiracy against the Czar. The 
Russian authorities believe that they have 
unearthed a widespread plot in which a 
humber, not only of lower officials, but also 
those of higher rank are fnvolved,and several 
officers having positions of trust and confi- 
dence near the person of the Czar have been 
put under surveillance, although not under 
arrest, being given leave of absence from 
duty until the suspicions resting upon them 
are verificd or disapproved. The extent of 
the plot is not yet known and there seems no 
doubt this time of its character, although 
it is not certain that the motives of the plot- 
ters are Nihilistic. There is much discontent 
inthe army over the prolonged period of 
peace and many of the officers think the Czar 
is too pacific in his position. There is no 
longer an outlet for these warlike spirits in 
subduing the tribes of Central Asia, all these 
having been brought thoroughly under Rus- 
The Russian empire was 
never more peaceable, so far as external 
enemies are concerned, andthe murmuring 
among the army officers, ambitious for glory 
and disappointed in their hopes of promotion 
is correspondingly great. It is no secret that 
there was bitter disappointment in mili- 
tary circles seven years ago when 
the Czar had to bring his autocratic 
authority to bear to prevent his generals 
from plunging into war with Great Britain 
and Afghanistan and the spirit of impatience 
among the Russian officers has been increas- 
ing since. 

For these and other reasons the authorities 
at St. Petersburg are greatly apprehensive as 
tothe extent ofthe conspiracy developed at 
Kieff, and much excitement prevails both in 
oficial circles and among the public. 

Meantime the persecution of the Jews goes 
On more earnestly than ever, the legal official 
persecutor being the Grand Duke Sergius, 
brother ofthe Ozar and husband of Queen 
Viétoria’s granddaughter, Elizabeth. As 
Governor of Moscow, he seems determined to 
turn every Jew out of the city. The Jewish 
population of Moscow has already been re- 
Gaced from about 80,000, when Sergius be- 
came Governor, to about 30,000, and the num- 
ber continues to decrease underthe added 
rigor of penal laws and the intolerable sever- 
ity of their enforcement. By a new law, 
which has recently been putinforce, only 
ten out ofa hundred Jewish lawyers in Mos- 
cow and St. Petersburg are allowed to prac- 
tice, while in Warsaw and Russian Po- 
jand thelr liberty is wholly denied. 
The Moscow University shuts its doors 
against Jews, and it will not be long before 
the Conservatoire doesthe same thing. The 
severe treatment of the Jews is havinga 
ruinous effect upon realestate and other in- 
terests, atleast 30,000 lodgings being empty 
in Moscow. The most pitiful scenes are wit- 
Messed among the crowds of Jews at the 
rallway station, men and women over 
60 years of age ani’ half-clad  Iiit- 
tle children crying and praying in the 
eolad. Their sufferings are viewed with 
“utter indifference by the Russian authorities

Shortly after 
the terrible massacre of the Tomochic 
Indians by the Mexican troops in the western 
part of the State of Chihuahua, about two 
months ago, the Mexican Government con- 
sidered that it was now a good time in which 
to bring the troublesome Yaquisinto sub- 
mission and compel the heavy landowners 
of the Yaqui River to pay into the general 
treasury the taxes which the Government 
had never been able to collect. Detachmerts 
of Government troops accompanied several 
tax agents to different parts of the 
Yaqui country, but no successful 
entrance was made until about ten days ago, 
when a forc@of soldiers sailed up the Yaqui 
River and made a landing near Belen. When 
the Indians of that town heard of the coming 
of the troops they prepared for a desperate 
resistance. The Yaquis and Mayas marched 
out and attacked the Government troops, 
who were compelied to retreat to their boats 
and leave the country. The Indians of the 
town then went on the warpath in earnest 
and immediately drove the Spanish traders 
outand their families, burning their resi- 
dences and other property. It is generally 
conceded in military circles here that the 
Government will be unable to force the Yaqui 
Indians into subjection. It will take 200,000 
Mexican troops to bring the 25,000 Yaquis un- 
der control, 


BRITISH TOPICS. 


ANXIETY INCREASING AS TO THE FATE OF THE 
UMBRIA. 


LONDON, Dec. 27.—There ts much anxiety 
at Lloyd’s over the non-arrival in New York 
of the Cunard steamer Umbria, which sailed 
from Liverpool on Dec. 17, for Queenstown, 
sailing from Queenstown for New York on 
Dec. 18. The Umbria has, therefore, been 
out from Queenstown about nine days, which 
is at least two days in excess of what was ex- 
pectea. The great storms on the Atlantic 
may, itis thought, have detained the vessel 
without involving any accident, Dut the ap- 
prehension felt is so serious that reinsuring 
has already commenced. The Umbria ar- 
rived in Liverpool on her previous voyage on 
Dec. 10, having left New York on Dec. 3. 

Mrs. Langtry’s physician writes that she is 
suffering from perityphlitis. At first there 
were grave fears that her disease might 
prove to be typhoid, but this has proved un- 
founded. Although her case willbe a patin- 
ful one and perbaps a long one, be says it Is 
far from alarming. 

A British Consul who bas visited the fam- 
ine districts of Kieff, Bessarabia, Khartoff, 
Khoursk, Razan, Orel, Tula and Veronesh, 
report that the peasants are dying like files 
from hunger and disease. There are no 
Signs of relief trom the horrors of 
a hard winter. in Sebastopol he 
learned from atrusty source that cholera is 
raging severely on the Circassian shore. 
Hundreds of deaths have been reported in 
the last fortnight. Adispatch from Paris to 
the Standard states that there are three cases 
of Asiatic cholerain Dunkirk. One person 
Gied there of cholera to-day. 

The North German Lloyd steamer Spree, 
Capt. Willigerod, which met with a serious 
accident while bound from New York for 
Bremen and which was towed into Queens- 
town with thirty feet of water inher after 
compartment, has been towed into Milforad- 
haven, where the hole madein her stern by 
her broken shaftand her other damage will 
be repaired. 

England ts having severe and trying Christ- 
mas weather. <A vigorous frost prevails 
throughout the country and the average 
temperature is about 21 deg. above zero. 
London is buried undera dense fog anda it Is 
difficult to see any one afew feetaway. Many 
accidents have occurred in Glasgow, Man- 
chester and Newcastle, owing to frozen 
bellers bursting and two persons were killed 
by an accident ofthis character at Airdrie, 
to-day. Twelve skaters lost their lives by 
drowning in Great Britain yesterday. The 
poor are suffering terribly in London. 

Advices from Lancashire State that the 
locked-out employes inthe cotton manufac- 
turing districts hada hungry holiday, thou- 
sands of them being dependent upon charity 
for sustenance.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 
CANADIAN OPINION OF THE NEW CANAL 
PROJECT. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Dec. 27.—A leading Cana- 
dian engineer, being asked what he thought 
of the navigation scheme from Lake Erie to 
New York, via the St. Lawrence and Lake 
Champlain, said the expenditure of $100,000,- 
or $200,00°,000 of foreign capital in building 
a new Welland Canal, new dams and 
locks on the St. Lawrence and a canal 
from Valley Field to Richelieu would 
no doubt be of great benefitto Canada, but 
he questioned if Parliament would give any 
corporation power to control navigation ona 
great waterway like the St. Lawrence. The 
scheme itself might be feasible enough if not 
objectionable on a national or military 
ground. It would certainly divert traffic from 
the Erie Canal and render useless the Well- 
and and St. Lawrence Canals, upon which so 
much Canadian public money has been ex- 
pended. it would also take awaya great 
deal of trade from Montreal. 


CONSUL SUBS FOR DAMAGES. 

MONTREAL, Dec. 27.—An action for libel has 
been instituted here which promises to lead 
to strained relations between this country 
andthe United States. About two :months 
ago Col. Nicholas Smith, American Con- 
sul at Three Rivers, sent to Washington 
strongly worded letter condemning 
the sanitary condition of Three Rivers and 
pointing out the danger that cholera might 
otabin a foothold there. The Council of the 
city promptly passed resolytions § ab- 
solutely contradicting the Consul’s report 
and demanding his recall. Colk. Smith has 
now instructed his counsel to enter an action 
for $40,000 libel against the city.

Paris, Dec. 27.—Prof. Benjamin Andrews, 
Prof. of Brown University, one of the Ameri- 
can delegates to the International Monetary 
Conference at Brussels, which adjourned 
until May next, was in thiscity a few days.

IT WAS POISON. 


The Cause of Baron Reinach’s 
Sudden and Mysterious Death. 


Startling Revelations the Result of the 
Official Autopsy. 


THE POSITION IN WHICH CLEMENCEAU 
AND ROUVIER ARE PLACED. 


An Explosion Eclipsing Anything That 
Has Yet Occurred Promised in the 
French Scandal—Report of the Physi- 
cian Who Examined the Remains of 
Banker Reinach—Sengational Develop- 
ments Looked For—The Investigating 
Committee. 


PARIS, Dec. 27.—In the greater excitement 
attending the proceedings in the Chamber of 
Deputies and the revelations compromising 
sO many prominent+men in the Panama 
Canal scandal, sight has been lIost toa cer- 
tain extent of the autopsy of Baron de 
Reinach, the banker, who raised the funds 
for the promotion of the Panama conspiracy, 
whose mysterious death has been attributed 
to various causes—apoplexy, suicide and 
murder. The Government having charge of 
the examinationitis consequently slow and 
is attended with great secrecy. 

The startling statement is madeto-day in 
the newspapers of Paris that Dr, Brouardel, 
who had charge of the post-mortem exam!i- 
nation, has reported tothe Government that 
apoplexy was notthe causeof the Baron’s 
death. Not only this, but that Baron de 
Reinach was poisoned, and that the poison 
was taken iIntohis stomach eight hours be- 
fore death. 

The family of Baron De Reinach are aware 
of the contents of the report and have de- 
manded that a judicial inquiry be held to 
prove that the Baron did not commit suicide. 

It has been more than hinted that Baron 
DeReinach was put out of the way by those 
who feared that his evidence might im- 
plicate them in the scandal. If it is true

that the poison was in his stomach eight 
hours before his death there would be good 
reason to believe that this terrible charge 
against certain men is true, for on the night 
of the Baron’s death he, together with M. 
Rouvier and M. Clemenceau, attempted to 
secure a cessation of the newspaper attacks 
that were being made upon him. 

Itis notatall probable that had Baron De 
Reinach contemplated suicide he would have 
gone to the trouble to attempt to stop at- 
tacks thatinafew hours would have been 
nothing to him anGad neither would he have 
displayed such iJeep feeling as to the result 
of theseattacks. Horribleas it may seem 
there isno denying the fact that some of 
those implicated in the scandal would have 
felt greatly relieved if Baron De Relnach was 
dead and beyond giving evidence that would 
besmirch their heretofore good names. The 
fact that the Baron’s death was linked to the 
sucden and mysterious deaths of two other 
men who were cognizant of the bribery of 
legislators gives added strength to the de- 
mand of the Baron’s family that an inguiry 
be held to place the responsibility for his 
death where it belongs. 

Clemenceau has admitted that Baron 
Reinach and M. Rouvier successively visited 
him on the night before Reinach’s death, 
but he says he was out and did not see them. 
M. Rouvier had explained to him in the lobby 
of the Chamber that Baron Reinach was 
being driven mad by the campaign organized 
by the papers against him, and it was for 
him a question of life or death, and he had 
wished that M. Rouvier would accompany 
him to see M. Herz and to induce him to use 
his influence to stop the attacKs. Accordingly 
M. Rouvier, with the Baron, accompanied 
by M. Clemenceau, visited M. Herz. M. Herz 
declared that he could not render the service 
required. 

Le Gaulois has an interview to-day with M. 
Andrieux, the former Prefect of Police, who, 
in the course of the interview, associated 
Baron De Reinach’s death with an attempt 
made two years ago to poison Dr. Cornelius 
Herz. The ofmfcial report of the autopsy is 
eagerly awaited.

The article in question says that after the 
final interview between Baron de Reinach, 
M. Rouvier and M. Herz, the Baron found 
that ali hope of escaping the consequences of 
his connection with the Panama affair was 
gone.

Arriving there he wrote several letters and 
destroyed a number of documents. After 
making these preparations he swalloweda 
quantity of poison. The poison was taken at 
exactly 1 o’clock in the morning. 

If it should prove trueas hinted by the re- 
ports in the Parisian press that Reinach was 
murdered to get him out of the way, a greater 
mine than has yet been set will explode 
under the feet of the Panama conspirators. 

De Reinach long occupied a position of con- 
siderable distinction in French society. The 
firm of which he was a member, MM. Kohn, 
Reinach et Cle, was founded by Baron Samuel 
Kohn early in the century, and until recently 
was carried on by the founder’s nephew, M. 
Edward Kohn, and his partner, Baron 
de Reinach, who were brothers-in-law. They 
married each a daughter of Charlotte von 
Embden, the aged sister of Heinrich Heine 
and the liebes Lottchen of the Heine letters 
which have just been published. Baron de 
Retnach, who was born in 1836, wasa son of 
Baron Adolf von Reinach of Frankfort, and 


of Gambetta, is now ei! 

tor of the Francaise. Anoth- 
er is M. Salomon  Reinach, the 
eminent Hellenist, 8nd a third is M. The- 
odor Reinach, the learned Semitologist, and 
secretary of the Societe des Etudes Juives. 
The family was ennobled by King Victor Em- 
manuel in 1866 for its services to Italian 
finances, and their barony was recognized in 
Germany.in 1867. 

Baron de Reinach was a graceful writer, 
and one of his last works was an operetta, 
which he composed in collaboration with M. 
Pedro Gailhard, and which is now in re- 
hearsal, 

Witty, amlableana cultivated, his home in 
the Parc Monceau wasa rallying ground for 
the elite of political, financial and artistic 
society. 

Reinach was charged with having received 
from the Panama company asum of 9,000,000 
francs forthe purpose of bribing Ministers 
and Deputies to approve of the company’s 
loan, and it was manifestly to the advantage 
of certain prominent people that his death 
came when it did. 

The Panama Canal Investigating Commit- 
tee has decided to dispense with the docu- 
ments in the possession of the Govern- 
ment in the case of Count de Lesseps 
and Marius Fontane because they throw 
no light on the bribery Of Deputies and their 
use by the commission might invalidate the 
prosecution by the GOvernment. M. Ferry 
has begun sult against the editor of La Con- 
corde for criminal lipel.

Police Commissioner Oliver P. Gooding under 
the title: ‘*The People’s God vs. the Mon- 
archic God, or the True Story of the World’’ 
are out, and are i occasioning n0 
little comment among Gen. Gooding’s 


former associates in thiscity. The book con- 
tains 400 pagesand is not on the lines the 
title would seem to indicate, being 
largely devoted to the personal affairs, prin- 
cipally of the heart, of the author. it was 
rinted in Indianapolis, where Gen. 
7oocing has been Staying for the 
past year with relatives. The chapter 
which attracted most attention in St. Louls 
is the one-headed, ‘“The Great Conspiracy 
Against Gooding and Good Govern- 
ment,’’ This would be of thrilling 
interest to the persons who are 
mentioned as arch conspirators if they 
were disposed to look seriously upon the 
effusion. After dealing at some length with 
the religions of the world, which he does 
with considerable learning, , and giving 
his readers a detailed account, be abruptly 
introduces inthe midst of his theological 
aissertation, the story of how the girl of his 
heart, beautifulas a dream, with the face of 
amaconna and the form ofthe Venus de 
Medicl, was induced to marry a man she did 
not love, while the writer was being edu- 
cated at West Point.

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FOERSTEL VERY ILL. 


The Suspended Treasurer Wants to 
Avoid the Trial Saturday. 


A LETTER FROM HIS COUNTRY RETREAT, 
EXPRESSING THIS DESIRE. 


Dr. Hermann and Anthony Dietmeyer 
Contradict the Story That the Impeach- 
ed Official Is in a Sanitarium—Ed. 
Foerstel’s Desk Opened—Treasurer 
Farsons and the Money Lenders. 


The story was circulated to-day, coming 
from sources which gaveit the appearance 
of truth, that ex-Treasurer M. J. Foerstel 
had broken down under his load of dis- 
tress and anxiety and had been taken to 
St. Vincént’s Asylum for treatment. Mr. 
Foerstel left his homeonthe Clayton road 
last Friday and has not been seen since. 
Secretary W. H. Osmer of the Council, 
whose duty it is to serve a subpconra 
on the ex Treasurer to attend the session of 
the Counci! Saturday at which the official 
will be tried, has been unable either 
to get service on him or to 
find out where he is, William apd 
Michael Foerstel, his sons, Administrator 
Mechin and Attorney George W. LubkKe 
have refused to tell inquirer? 
anything about the Treasurer’s where- 
abouts, saying only that he 
was out of town, consequently, when the re- 
port that the Treasurer was in a sanitarium 
appeared on the streets to-day, it found 
ready believers. 

Dr. Henry W. Horman,the attending phys- 
iclan at St. Vincent’s Asylum, said to-day 
that the report was a mistake. The Treas- 
urer was not in. the asylum nor had he been 
there, to his knowledge. 

Chauncey Crawford, a client of Fred Mott’s 
who has close business relations with the 
Treasurer, sald, ‘‘I don’t think the story Is 
true. A very close friend of Foerstel’s, who 
knows where he is, told me to-day that he 
was out of town, Keeping away from the 
people who insisted on seeing him.’’ 

Anthony Dietmeyer, the partner of As- 
signee Mechin, said to-day: ‘‘You can say 
positively that thestory is nottrue, I was at 
Foerstelville to-day and saw.a letter 


written by Foerstel from the place where he 

and his wife went last week. He says he is 

sick man, and he hopes he 

be obliged to come 

to Sst. Louis this week and 

go through that trial, although he will if he 

is obliged to doit: You see, when the reac- 

tion came the family all broke down. Willlam 
was sick, too, when I saw him to-day.’’ 
EDDIE FOERSTEL’S DESK OPENED. 

Gus. V. R. Mechin, the assignee of Michael 
Foerstel, the suspendetl City Treasurer, and 
the administrator of the estate of 
First Assistant Treasurer Edward 
Foerstel, went to the Oity Hall early 
this morning to look through the drawers in 
the desk of the dead defaulter. There 
were four drawers in the desk 
and, each one was found . filled 
with papers, letters and memoranda 
of all sorts. The drawers have not been 
opened since the Assistant Treasurer locked 
them the Saturday before his death, and 
Administrator Mechin expects to find among 
the papers notes and receipts that wiitl 
enable him to ascertain accurately how much 
the dead man was worth. 

First obtaining the consent of Acting 
Treasurer Charles Parsons,the administrator 
emptied every drawer carefully into a large 
red silk handkerchief, which he spread on 
the floor. Then he darted across the hall to 
the Council chamber and obtained from Sec- 
retary Wm. Osmer a great piece of stout 
wrapping paper. Into this he put the 
red handkerchief and its contents and tying 
it up carefully with a strong twine he took 
bundle down town to nis office. 

**‘T shall not make an examination of 
the papers till this evening,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I have been busy arranging for the 
inventory and appraisement of Michael 
Foerstel’s ey I haven’t the least tdea 
what I shall find in the papers.’’ 

JUDGE LUBXE TALKS OF FOERSTEL. 

Since the suspended Treasurer left his 
home out at Foerstelville there have been re- 
ports that he had left the city with 
the intention of escaping trial. Ex-Judge 


George W. Lubke scouted the notion to-day ' 


when it was eg tohim. ‘*That is non- 
sense,’’ said he **Foerstel will be on hand 
when they want him, It was 
thought best to induce him to 
leave the house where he was, simply to 
allow him to escape the visits of sympathiz- 
ing friends which, kindly meant as they 
were, were annoying, His political 
friends came to see him by 
dozens, and I myself, when I was 
out there, talking to him about the most im- 
portant matters connected with his pro 
erty, was interrupted several times by poli 
ticians.’ 

Judge Lubke added that he had not seen 
Mr. Foerstel since the day he made his as- 
signment, but he understood that he was 
recovering from the shock.

Boy Tortured to Death by His Uncle— 
Criminal Brevities. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Dec. 27.—The authors ofa 
fiendish crime, of which the first indication 
was discovered the other day, when the body 
of a boy, 5 years old, was found with 257 bites 
and burns, are the uncle of the child and his 
wife. The father of the boy was transported 
some years ago to Yucatan, the mother re- 
maining in Mexico, in charge of the chjldren. 


She died some months ago, andthe orphans 
were left in charge of an uncle 
who cruelly maltreated them, chas- 
tising them with the utmost barbarity and 
almost starving them to death. On being 
arrested he confessed to having punished the 
child in question, but denies having done so 
with the intention of Killing him. The three 
other orphans left in his charge are not 
forthcoming and he is supposed to have 
made away with them also. 

The man exonerates his wifeof a share in 
the child’s maltreatment, but says that at 
his direction she carried the corpse away 
from the house and flungit into the vacant 
lot, where it was found by the police,

WATERTOWN, N. Y., Dec. 27.—Gov. Flower, 
whots spending the Christmas holidays in 
this city, yesterday issued a pardon and re- 
stored to full citizenship Cumberland G. 
White, who was recently sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment on Blackwell’s Island. 
Mr. White has been for many years a mem- 
ber of the New York Stock Exchange. He lost 


two bonds tothe value of $2,000 belonging to 
a female customer and failing to pay the 
balance due her, he was adjudged guilty of 
constructive larceny. About a month 
ago he was sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment, as above stated.

OFFICE-SEEKING CRAZE. 


One of the most curious ‘‘kinks’’ in the 
American character is the passion for pub- 
lic office. The classic story of the man 
who applied for the English mission, was 
refused a janitorship and compromised on 
a pair of Lincoln’s old trousers is familiar 
to everybody. There is more truth than 
fiction in it, Many en applicant fora 
Cabinet position has aimed high in order 
to be sure of hitting at least the ,Timbuce- 
too consulship or the post-office at the 
‘fcorners.’’ Theitch for public employ- 
ment is chronic, but always acute. To 
get an office is the height of the small 
politician’s ambition. It does not matter 
much, however, whether it be great or 
small so long as it is bestowed by Uncle 
Sam. 

This craze is curious because, except in 
the case of a few very important positions, 
public employment does not hold out in- 
ducements of profit and honor equal to 
that offered by prirate enterprise. The 
energy used in getting a government place, 
the worry involved in keeping it andthe 
fear always before the officeholder’s eyes of 
a *‘clean sweep’’ are certainly not allur- 
ing féatures. The salaries and emolu- 
ments are less, as a rule, than what can be 
earned with ordinary industry in the 
clerical service of banks, railroads or mer- 
cantile establishments where the tenure is 
permanent or during good behavior. 

And yet men have been known to give 
up lucrative positions in order to enter the 
Government service at half the money. 
Since the election last month applications 
for positions in the departments have been 
more frequent thanat any time since the 
great rush and ‘‘clean out’’ four years 
ago. It seems to be a species of insanity. 
It certainly cannot be accounted for on 
any hypothesis which concedes common- 
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THE recent dynamite Gaile has been 
seized upon with avidity by the Tory or- 
gans of England, who look upon it as proof 
positive that a conciliatory course is 
unwise and fatal,that Irelandand the Irish 
must be still further oppressed. This 
logic is peculiarly Tory and often appears 
even without the provocation of dyna- 
mite. ‘*The majority of men area bad lot 
and would do mischief if they were given 
their liberty; hence the wise and good 
minority must keep the bad ones down 
withastrong hand.’’ This isineffect what 
is heard in England, Ireland and America 
from the aristocracy and plutocracy. The 
truth is, however, men have proved them- 
selves worthy of every measure of liberty 
they hdve won. They have seldom abused 
it; and the Irish dynamiters themselves 
will not be inclined to violence if relieved 
of the bonds which chafe them.

Two FIREMEN KILLED AND TWO BADLY 
INJURED. 


—— 
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Tanneries Burned by an Incendiary Blase 
—Buried in e Snowslide—Fe‘al Railway 
Colliston—Dynamite Exploded im a 
Kitchen Stove—Mangled by the Cars— 
Casualty Mention. 


MILWAUKE#, Wis., Dec. 87.—The William 
Becker Leather Co.’s big tannery, together 
with that of Conrad Bros., located at the 
foot of Sherman street, burned and both are 
atotalloss. Like all the big fires here of 
late, it was attended with fatality. One fire- 
man is dead, another is missing and two men 
are lying Dadly injured at the Emergency 
Hospital. They are: 

Julius Huebner, pipeman Company - No. 6, 
dead, 

George Reichman of the fire patrol was 
overcome by smokeia the Conrad building. 
His body has been recovered. 

The missing fireman is jThomas Sullivan. 
He was probably overcome by smoke and his 
body or charred remains will be found in the 

ruins. 

Thomas Maloney, lineman, Company N 
injured internally. 

John Geogh, pipeman, Company No. 
badly brutsed and injured internally. 

The plant ofthe William Becker company 
was valued at about $500,000, and that of Con- 
rad Bros., as stated by the senior member of 
the firm, at $400,000. Both are partly insured. 

Two minutes before 6 o’clock, Gustay Tros- 
tel of the Trostel tannery, adjoining the 
burned buildings, saw the flames bursting 
from the second-story of one of the Becker 
Leather Co.’s tannery buildingsand turned in 
the alarm over his private wires. When the 
companies arrived the main buliding of the 
Becker plant was enveloped in flames anda 
general alarm was turned in. In a short 
time allthe apparatus in the city was on 
hand, Fanned bya fresh southwest wind, 
the fire burned briskly. The firemen were 


seriously handicapped by the fire in the rear 
of the buildings, from which they were shut 
off by the river. The fire tug Cataract had a 
difficult time in plowing through the thick 
ice, and Its progress was SO slow that by the 
time the fire was reachedtne flames had 
ag yng afataiheadway. The flames apes 
the buildings of the Conrad Bros.’ plant. 

The bullding was filled with firemen work- 
ing on the Becker buildings. So quickly did 
it spread the hose at workin the upper story 
were cut off. Many of the firemen jumped 
from the windows. Beyond a few who were 
bruised none were severely injured save 
those inentioned in the lst above. 

Thomas Sullivan attempted to find his way 
through the dense smoke to the entrance, 
but was oODligedto retreat. Reaching the 
window he was overcome by smoke, but 
managed todraw himself up and fell tothe 
ground outside. He died almost immedli- 
ately. 

The source of the fire is amystery. The 
watchman affirms thathe had visited the 
place at whicn it started a few moments be- 
fore and that all was well. ihere was 
nothing in the room which could give cre- 
dence to the spontaneous combustion theory, 
and Rorains from which it could possibly 
catch 

‘*There is no doubt,’’ said Mr. Becker, the 
President, *‘but that ft was incendlary,’’ tn 
which opinion ali of the membDers of the firm 
coincided. At 9 o’clock the fire was under 
control and the loss will be confined tothe 
two companies.

FATAL COLLISION AT SEA. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 27.—The steam- 
ship Oceanic brings details of the loss of the 
Japanese man-of-war which was lost inthe 
inland sea by a collision with the steamship 
Ravenna early inthe morning of Nov. 29. 
The man-of-war Chishima Kan was run into 
by the Ravenna off the shore of the District 
of Ito, and wenttothe bottom immediately. 
Of the crew of Binety, only sixteen, includ- 
ing the officers, were saved. ‘ihe Ravenna 
which was also. badly injured and transferre 
its passengers tothe E mpress of Japan. cut 
into the Chishima Kan’s boilers. An explo- 
sion followed and allof those rescued were 
severely injured. The Chishima Kan was a 
man-of-warand dispatch vessel of 750 tons 
and was built in France. Both vessels were 
going at full speed when the collision oc- 
curred.

A MONSTER GUN. 


Preparations Complete to Recsive the 
Krupp Exhibit. 

BaLTmmore, Md., Dec. 27.—The Maryland 
Stee) Co.’s enormous shear legs at the Marine 
Works at Sparrow’s Polnt are nearly ready to 
receive Krupp’s 124-ton gun to be exhibited 
at the Worild’s Fair. The hydraulic mechan- 
ism by which the shears will be worked Is 
completed. New trestie work has been 
erected under the bridge of the Baltimore & 
Sparrow's Point Rallroad across Bear Creek 
to give the structure greater strength for 
supporting the weight of the gun. It is said 
that the gun will cost nearly $500,000. Its 
length, elighty-seven feet, is nearly 
twice that of the largest gun owned 
in this country, which ts forty-five feet 
long. It is said that if fired on the lake 
front at Chicago the concussion would be so 
great that it would shatter nearly all the 
window glass in Chicago. The gun will carry 
a ball fifteen or sixteen miles. The gun and 
the several pieces of smaller ordnance and 
armo:-plate, to comprise the Krupp exbibit, 
willl probably be brought over next month. 
The spectal cars being constructed by the 
Pennsylvania Rallroad Co. to carry the ex- 
hibit to Chicago will be finished and deliv- 
ered at Sparrow’s Point in a couple of weeks. 
The cars will be the largest ever built and 
almost entirely of iron. One of them will be 
placed on thirty-two unusually large and 
strong wheels. This will be used for trans- 
porting the 124-ton gun.

SAN JUAN GOLD FIELD. 


Interesting Story of the Discovery of the 
Kich Diggings. 

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 27.—The gold fever has 
taken strong hold of prospectors throughout 
Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona and Utah, 
springing from the reputed rich diggings 
found in the Henry Mountains in the San 
Juan country. 

The story of the find, although probably ex- 
aggerated, is none the less entertaining. 
Early last June an Indian trader named 


Williams, who owns an Indian trading post 
on the edge of the Navajo reservation, some 
eighty miles north of Winslow, came into 
Winslow, a town on the Atlantic & Pacific, 
with samples of coal which he had discov- 
yrea near his place. The coal,on analysis, 
proved to be coking coal, and as the vein was 
a large one and coking coal quite scarce, 
find promised to be a valuable one. 

Mr. Lesser of the firm of Lesser & Sawyer, 
business men of Winslow, took the og on 
of coal and the results of the analysis to 
Albuquerque, and shortly after or four local 
capitalists from there, with several of the 
higher officials of the Atlantic & Pacific Rall- 
road, visited bs Lanne and made a trip to the 
coal mine. Later o gan to be made 
of a new railroad io be built out to it, and 
along in August the general superintendent 
of the Atlantic & Pacific, several Santa Fe 
officials and two or three a ue and 
Denver menarrived in Winslow took a 
second trip to the mine. This time they 
took along two surveyors and a draughtsman 
to plat, saying that before deciding on bulld- 
ing a road they wanted to ascertain whether 
the coal fleld was on the Navajo reservation, 
and if off it, whether or not it was govern--
